CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 

Some helpful and some curious sug- 
gestions were made at the hearing on 
Thursday by the Committee on Law 
Enforcement of the American Bar As- 
‘sociation. Its report will goon. be 
made; and it will be taken up at the 
annual meeting of the association in 
San Francisco in August. Mr. Hunry 
W. Tarr’s statistics, showing an aver- 
age of one execution.in Canada and 
England for every two murders, while 
the. American average is one convic- 
tion for every sixt¥-five murders, con- 
firm specifically the general belief 
that American criminal justice is 
shamefully lax. Mr. Tarr attributes 
this laxity in part to the sentimental- 
ity of a,portion of the publié; in part 
to certain rules of evidence. If Amer- 
icans are more sentimental toward 
criminals than Canadians and Eng- 
lishmen, new laws for the punishment 
of crime will not check that sentimen- 
tality. The sloppy-minded juryman is 
not to be abolished by statute. 

* Rather than keep some” of the 
rules of evidence which he objects to, 
Mr. Tarr Continued impetuously, “ I 
‘** would wipe off the books every rule 
** relating to evidence,’’ Even Supreme 
Court Justice Dixm advocated a miti- 
gation of the rule against hearsay evi- 
dence. Now, the rules of criminal 
evidence, with a few exceptions, are 
those of civil evidence. Those rules 
were largely made by English Judges 
of the eighteenth century. Those 
precedents and statutes of Parliament 
passed in the last century are essen- 
tially the English riles. of evidence; 
and thoag rules have been borrowed 
by the American.courts'from the Eng- 
lish. English juries are able to con- 
vict: criminals _under those . rules. 
Why are not American juries? Some-, 
thing else, som more difficult 
and more Vitel than a relaxation of the 
rules of evidence, seems to be needed 
here.

A WAY OUT... 

If Mr. Gompzrs and his permanent 
organization for the “ absolute aboli- 
tion ’’ of -child labor in the United 
States would bring their support to 
legislation which is pending and is 
quite within the competency of Con- 
gress to enact, not only might child 
labor be more effectively prevented, 
‘but child education might be more 
widely encouraged. If the proposal is 
adopted to establish a Department of 
Education and Public Welfare, and to 
authorize Federal aid in promotion of 
literacy and child welfare, on condi- 
tion that minimum standards of 
school dance and teacher train- 
ing and health education sre main- 
tained by the States, it should be pos- 
sible to secure positively what could 
be brought about only negatively 
through the proposed constitutional 
amendment, and to spend in education 
what would otherwide be spent, in 
part at leasf/ in inspection and in 
punitive administration. This sugges- 
tion is made in entire sympathy with 
the purposes of the proposed amend- 
ment, but with a conviction that they 
may be realized by the legislation men- 
tioned.

REGULATING COMMERCIAL 
AVIATION. 

A civilian pilot, Herszrr J. Fanr, 
unwittingly promoted the interests of 
aviation when he flew over the Lin- 
coln' Memorial at Washington on Me- 
morial Day while President Harpina 
was delivering his address. The avia- 
tor. came down too low, alarmed the 
audience and embarrassed the Presi- 
dent. Fanmy had been warned to keep 
his distance. ‘His commission in the 
Air Service Reserve Corps has, very 
properly, been canceled. ‘‘ The Presi- 
dent was tremendously annoyed,’’ Sec- 
retary Weexs has said. Some of his 
hearers wére undoubtedly frightened. 
It has become the habit of aviators 
to be present on such occasions to cir- 
cle about just above the heads of a 
gathering of people, witio are often 
made extremely nervous. 

Secretary Waerxe lost no time in 
writing a letter to the President on the 
subject of unregulated civilian avia- 
tion. He pointed out what the. Aero- 
nautical Chamber of Commerce Of this 
city and other organizations have em- 
phasizeéd again and again; that while 
the army and navy can, and do, con- 
trol their pilots, they have no jurisdic- 
tion over the commercial and unat- 
tached airmen, professionals or ama- 
teurs. Anybody may buy @ machine 
and fly at his own sweet will. Local | 
ordinances are not enforced, and there 
is no Federal law governing aéronau- 
tics. The number of machines in oper- 
ation is steadily increasing and the 
need of regulation - becomes more 
urgent every day. Secrétary WEpxs 
commends the Wadsworth-Hicks bill 
to. establish a Bureau of Aeronautics. 
It provides for inspection of machines, 
licensing pilots, the laying out of land- 
ing fields, aerial lighthouses, a mete- 
orological service, radio communica- 
tion and other desirable aids to com- 
mercial aviation. 

This measure was passed by the Sen- 
ate several months ago, but seems to 
be buried in the House. President 
Harptna, “having had a disagreeable 
experience with an unregulated avi- 
ator, could use his influence to have 
the bill passed by the House. It may 
net be all that could bé desired, but 
it would be a long stride in the right 
direction. There is no excuge for the 
delay of the House in dealing :with it.

THE REAL NEED OF THE SENATE. 

The belligerent outbreaks of old gen- 
tlemen in the most august assembly on 
earth, coming as they now do nearly 
every day, suggest that what the Sen- 
ate really needs is not a rule to close 
debating but to regulate fighting. In 
the large spaces of the Senate Cham- 
ber it might not be possible to apply 
the Marquis of Queensberry rules, but 
something ought to be done to’ estab- 
‘ish at-least a system of referees, who 
should decide what blows are foul and 
how the prize belt is to be awarded.

PROSECUTOR AND JUDGE. 
Attorney General NewrTon js on firm 
ground in his answer to Mr. Unrsr- 
MYER. It is the duty of the prosecu- 
tor to bring offenders to the bar, of 
the Judge to give sentence. The fact 
that sentences seem disproportionate 
to the offense does not absolve the 
prosecutor from the duty of his office, 
which is to go on securing convictions. 
The severity of the punishment is ‘a 
‘* matter for’ the conscience of the 
** Court alone.’’ 

This statement does not, however, 
dispose of the whole issue. Mr. UN- 
TERMYER is something more than a 
prosecuting attorney. He is counsel 
for a committee appointed by the State 
Legisiature,, the function of. which 
is not only to secure convictions, 
but to bare the workings of the pres- 
ent law with a view to its revision.

The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court affirmed yésterday the ruling by 
the“Appellate Term that the tenants of 
the Alabama -Holding Corporation, 
which. owns the block-front on River- 
side Drive between i14ist and.
